Because 
tuch speculations in the hands of Govern- 
ment are teldum or never successful. Be- 
cause if Government possets valuable

of which the proprieters or private wharves 
wens heard by their counael . that it did 
nnt therefore appear to his Excellency to 
be probable that, new 1 e e>en tn prnpo-e 
allcrativu* 10 Uie Hill — inch at would sa- 
tisfy Ihe proprietor! of private wharves, the 
Council would be disposed to adopt them ; 



THE COLONIAL WOOL TRADE OF 
THK UNITED KINGDOM OF 
GHEAT BRITAIN. 

( t.VmiMunJ fri>„ tkt Mar* J»n> Kiyrsst, pel, 1 1 . J 
PtEviotitLV lu our returning lis correct a 
review as possible uf the " Rial and Pro- 
gtets uf the Colonial Wool Trade." and 
the more important cnutidcratiuu— the 
commencement and continued demand for 
ihe produce of the possesii^i uf the 
United Kingdom— il may be considered 
nut an inopportune lime lo add a fact or 
I two connected more iiu mediately with the 
arrivals from Sydney, which more pro- 
perly ought to have been inserted in the 
tint article. 

The tin! good bale of wool received 
here was sent by Mr. William M' Arthur, 
fur which he received a gold meda! from 
the then Uuverument. Mr. Slarkie, who 
purchased tbe hit at 10a. 6d. per lb , 'a* 
being the best then treu from tiydiiry, 
had alio a medal presented |il him fur the 
spirit he allowed in luyiug il and manu- 
facturing it into cloth. 

We believe we are not far from tbe 
truth — in commencing a review of the 
rise and progress uf the production of 
wools in Van Die men's Land for those 
yean to which reference, aa to results, are 
easily accessible — in statingthat the flock- 
masters of this rolony have not advanced 
to rapidly in extending their fiWk* as 
those in Australia; not that there have 
not been most ample supplies of capital 
thrown into circulation to obtain to de- 
sirable an object, ur that lliere has been a 
want or energy in the management of 
sheep. We are informed — in a highly 
interfiling" Treatise on Sheep," addressed 
to the flock-tnaitenof Australia, Tasmania, 
Ac, written by Mr. Thomas hloulhey, who 
it wellknuwnasa practical man upon such 
matters— thai the (lock* of Van Die- 
men's Land " yield admirable combing 
wool, clearly evincing that The land 
at Latincrstun and its neighbourhood is 
peculiarly suitable fur the pasturage of 
sheep." No doubt thi* i» the fact ; but 
the product of moil other parts of the 
island cannot, we apprehend, be spoken so 
highly of. At all event*, the prices ob- 
tained fur many years past for combing 
wooli fi ..in Tasmania do not indicate that 
the fiuckmasters generally have so mate- 
rially adianced in the improvement of 
their sh»ep. 

About eighteen years ago m company 
was incorporated under the name of the 
" Van Dietnen 1 * Laud Agricultural Com- 
pany," the main object of which Was then 
stated tn be, ihr rearing and improving of 
the breed of sheep in the colony, Il 
started srith a capital of £71,000,1)00, in 
shares of t'io each, ihr colon lata looked 
with alarm and sppre hensinn at having so 
formidable a rival coming amongst them, 
and nothing but ruin was anticipated by 
many. An immense tract uf land was 
purchased hy the company, of Govern- 
ment , large estahlnhmentn were formed 
at Cirrular Head, at Woulnorth, at 
the Surrey and Hampshire Hills, and 
other place* wilhin ihe company's grant, 
fur the purpose of carrying out the 
objects of ihr directors, and the proprietary 
lfoily . many uf the largest shareholder! 
being either directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the wool trade. Immense 
suma of tnouey were laid out in the pur- 
chaae of the most improved sheep Great 
Britain, could produce, in order llial tbe 
besi system of crossing willi the native 
breed should be carried out, The bright 
prospects nf the success of the undertaking 
at rirat so surely cutuidend as certain of 
realization, year by year became lets 
apparent, until at hilt the speculation, as 
far aa the breeding uf sheeo was concerned, 
was given up. The i„i„pany s Ji nks 
we,ee tu frw-iuentty attacked hy disease, 
that ihe director" had been called upon at 
several of ihe proprietors' meetings 
lo give up the concern. We refer to 
this subject, as, had the Van Die - 
men's Land Company aucceeded in its 
primary object, numerous advantage* 
would have reaulled to the colony, and 
not ruin to any class as waa anticipated 
by many of the colonials. In ail proba- 
bility, motl valuable un prove ments would 
ha>e been made in all pan* or Ihe island 
in the management uf the flocks. 

The subject is so interesting to the co- 
lonists, that we may be excused, perhaps, 
giving the reasons briefly, as staled in the 
directors' report, for the abandonment of 
tbe leading object for which the corpora- 
tion wu framed. They say " The pro- 
prietors have long. been aware that upon 
the establishment uf a tenantry the suc- 
cess of the company must mainly depend, 
as it is diflcult for a large body tu com- 
pete profitably in ihe cultivation of land, 
or in the breeding of live stock, with fit- 
umaoal tanner*. 

Bti.ll, in the same report it it stated that 

" The condition uf the ducks was highly 
satisfactory in the breeding of both cues 
and hoggets, and about 1.11 of the rains 
were superior to any ever bred before by 
the company. The lambs of last season 
had done well, but a gr*et*i number waa 
suffering from diarrhea than were ever 
attacked from thu malady in former years, 
and it had been remarked that those depas- 
tured on English grasses are more liable to 
ihe Uiseate than those fed upon native 
pnsturea, 

" The proposed arrangement of Socks 
for the ensuing season waa a* follows : — 
Two Saxon breeding flockt of 1000 each, 
one Warn Head and Nigrclti flock of 1000, 
and aa improved nock of 1000. ■xutkiNf: a 
tntjl of tOOO breeding etie* 

" A wether lUauk *>as to oe formed uf 
1000, to be depastured on such portions 
of the land m are not calculated for 



breeding ewci. Is> regard to the lambs — 
the rami were to be kept on Trefoil 
Island, as being best calculated for thai 
description of stock, and about 2000 ewes 
and wether lambs ou the main settlement, 
600 crcHti bred cheviot lambs had been 
sent to Ihe eitabliahmcnt at the Hills, 
where it is hoped they will succeed better . 
than the finer breeds, 

" The aggregate number of sheep of 
every description at Woolnorth would 
then be about 8000, which il can be con- 
fidently stated the establishment will 
maintain. (JrcM benefit had resulted 
(mm ihe ay ii cut recently adupted of im- 
proving the native pastures by burning 
and collecting the fallen limber, and there 
tu every prospect uf maintaining ttill 
larger flocks in each succeeding year hy 
this system of clearing/' 

The proceeding* of the company since, 
at detailed ia ihr annual reports, show that 
to continue sheep breeding, aaa body cor- 
porate, would be only an annual loss, 
riucli an extensive concern cannot cumpete 
w ith the industrious and resident colonists. 
We proceed now lis the principal object of 
Ihit article. 

There were hut few of the quotation* at 
the first sales of Van Diemru's Land wool, 
which can be taken a* affording any cri- 
terion of the progress made. Prev iuusly 
to about is:i I or ISM, a great deal of in- 
difference vvni shown lo the staple. In the 
latter year, a good importation took place, 
• and average (locks realiied 'is. tild. lo 3a. 
'id. per Mi, These prices were then con- 
sidered high, hut the sample were bought 
to toil a fancy lhat had begun to spring 
up for these woult. That this w»a Ihe 
ca*e, will be ascertained from the fact, thai 
with one exception, anil that in the follow- 
ing year, no such value has since been 
obtained, although most nn questionably a 
Considerable improvement in the staple 
and the condition of Ihe wools forwarded 
from the colony ha* been exhibited. They 
were marked H, V , M. A , T A. in a vjuarr 
I.X..F.Y., X.V.,aad ii.il. 

These realised from 2a. to lil. U^d., fiom 
Si. Sd. to :ta. Id., and from 'is. Sd. to 
3s. Id. per lb, But the other samples 
told in the month of September, are re- 
presented " aa generally being uf lower 
grade, worse condition, and more tender 
staple " than had been before imported. 
In 1834, the total imports of Van Die- 
men's Land wools were t,3:(l,7IS ; 
in IS:tS, ditto ditto, I, Ml, Kill lbs, 

The earlier tale* uf Tasmanisu wool, 
whether hy public auction or by private 
contract, do not appear to have attracted, 
by any means, ah much interest as those 
from Australia . indeed, it was not until 
about the year IMK that any declarations 
of consequence were made. In the fol- 
lowing year, quite a sensation among 
those interested in the trade was ranted 
by the announcement that 6,111 bales 
would lie put up in the course uf the July 
sales of that year, lu reference to those 
tales, which were an epoch in the hiitory 
of the Van Diemen'a Land wool trade, 
the following remark* were made at the 
period referred lo^ 

" The attendance uf buyer* from every 
quarter waa aa full aa upon any previous 
occasion, and the bidding* particularly 
animated— »a* may be inferred — whirh, 
notwithstanding the unsettled state of the 
money market, must be very encouraging 
lo the colonial rWk growers, particularly 
to those whose fleeces, by their improve- 
ment in growth and very excellent con- 
dition, evince Ihe careful attention which 
has been bestowed Upon them by their 
uwners: to such parties it must be satis- 
factory to find their exertions responded 
lo by Ihe purchasers, tt is not inleuded 
l» be invidious, but it is scarcely possible 
to pass unnoticed the beautiful growth 
and condition of scleral of the more 
celebrated combing flecks, as well as 
several of the finer fibre clothing wool*. 
Similar attention to the fiocki, which are 
only in progrem of improvement, will no

In the year 18.17, the demand of wool 
from Tasmania was very dull, the spinners 
and manufacturers holding then large 
■tncks of colonial staple! uf moat sorts, i 
The derangement of the currency, and the 
unfavourable state of trade, gave a heavineaa 
to the market for all descriptions of raw 
and of manufactured g.Kidi. There was 
also another important check tu the 
demand for colonial wools in that year, 
vix., an increased importation r roin 
Germamv and -Spain of at Least one-third 
over lhat of the previous clip. The 
quantity of the former qualities tm ported 
thia year waa about -i. (.,:(. KIO lbs. 

The highest prirei of Tasmanian wnnl 
obtained thi* year, were fr.nn 2s. Id. lo 
£.i. 4d , and 2s. 8d. per lb. 

The following year wai a very quiet 
our ai retpecli the market for Taamanian 
wools; slill matter! were looking blighter, 
and an advance uf full id. to 3d. per Ih. 
was obtained. The importations during 
the year amounted lo ■>, wwi lbs. 

Superior cumbing woult were b')iij;hT is t 
3s. lid. to 2s. B}d. per lb., average flocks 
Is. I0d„ and good lambs' is to S>, tM. 
These were about the highest value* 
quuted thi* year. Constant complaints 
were still made of Ihe condition in which 
the wools were exported from the cutony. 
As the qtiolatiuns from circulars issued al 
different timet bear witness in the com- 
ments of the writers upon wools from the 
island, as well as upon thu»e received from 
Sydney, and as, with regard lo the latter, 
free rxtract* were made in our last week's 
article on the wool trade, it it not neces- 
sary lu repeat them. 

Ihlheyear 1B39, a considerable impetus 
appears lo have been given to the colonial 
wool trade generally, and the import* 
from Tasman ia began to wear a reaj 
able appearance. At the March and 
auctions there -va* nut a feature of i merest 
elicited | bait in August full price* were 
olslained.nuiwiihstanding there true fall 
in Uermsn and English wools of from 10' 
lo 15 percent. " This Fail (stales a letter 
from a leading brokrr, U'rilten after the 
sakswerr over) shosrs Ihe estimation in 
which wool from this colony is held by 
consumer* and dealers. " 

The highest prices fot Van Diemen's 
Land wool paid thia year were— for supe- 
rior combing il*, 7d. per lb,, for second 
do. it. Sd., fur good flocks 2a. 4gd., sud 
for lambs' 2s. sftl. 

Tbe imports this year lintu the United 
Kingdom} wete 16,318 bales, of the ag- 
gregate weight of 3 21i,<59B lbs.

bales were exported. We shall have a 
few ■ e mark* to make upon this topic, ere 
we close tbe article upon " The rise ind 
progress of the colonial wool trade," as 
hovirg a beating upon the subject now 
treated upon. 

The commercial stagnation which pre- 
vailed in the latter part of 1830 was not 
wilhuul it* influence upon the wool trade 
at the coiuinencemenl uf ihe ensuing 
year ; but a month or six week* had 
scarcely elapsed when a mutt material 
change far the heller touk place, and Van 
Diemen't Land wools were taken al 2s. to 
2a. 2{d. per Lb. for superior combing. 
I'ricea were firm and advancing, but the 
result of the following sales in June was, 
lhat a reaction to about the same amuunt 
took place. Tile storks of abort wools in 
the possession of the Yorkshire and other 
dealers, added to reports of the excellence 
of the clip on its way to this country from 
the colonies, induced all to buy sparingly, 
and a fall, as juit noticed, on the February 
prices was the consequence. A small 
parcel of (he new clip, by Ihe IleriKfal, 
offered al the June sales, adapted lo 
combing purposes, was purchased rea- 
dily. At the wool fairs of Germany thin 
year a fall of about 25 per cent, took 
[dace, and this injutioutly influenced the 
prices of colonial wools here. Uuch con- 
fidence was apparent at the August tales. 
A feature as connected with this and all 
other branches of provincial trade, was 
must strongly shown at this a* well aa at 
many of Ihe previous salet —the attendance 
of parties who, fur the first time, had been 
their own purchasers, they having taken 
advantage of the facilities afforded hy 
means of the various lines rif railway*. 
The results of the early sales being 
made known in a very few hours lu 
Ihr west and north of England (they be- 
gan wilh a very heavy aspect}, brought 
up fresh buyers, and towards the middle of 
the sales the room* were crowded almost tu 
suffocation. At the Delo!*er sales the im- 
provement in the condition of the Taama- 
nian wojulawaa a subject of con venal ion. 

The highest prices paid this year were, 
for superior combing St. 2|d. per lb., for 
lambs 2*, ajd. per lb„ and for enmbiug 
2s. nj.l. per lb. 

The quantitv put up this year was 
I . f i,o»4 bales. 

The imports into London, Liverpool, 
Hull, and Annie, were of the aggregate 
weight of 5,626,178 lbs, 10,S78 bile* 
came In London. 

The transactions of the year 1 841 were 
numerous and important, and there was an 
increase in the number uf the public salet. 
The markets opened rather flatly, owing 
to the dispute with the United Slates. In 
the March sales there was nn feature. Ill 
Ihe next aenea skin wool was principally 
otfered, imported from the colony now 
under review. About 100 bales of the new 
clip arrived from Lattnceaton sold well. 
Sample! of the produce of the colony, 
when l.>ug enough for combing, 
were looked for eagerly. The largest 
general sale ever yel recorded was in Sep- 
tember, when Ji0,4Ml bales werr put up, 
nf which :t,S;H were Tasmanian. The 
sales took also the longest jteriod vet on 
record to get through ihetu. As resperH 
the wools under review, they are repre- 
sented as being of fair reputation, well 
grown, and the combing qualities fetched 
high prices. 

The highest values realised this year 
werr for superior combing, 2s. ijd. per lb., 
good clothing 2*. ii. per lb., and for 
lambs' 2s. 2d. per lb. 

The quantity put up this year was 
I J .'.^'.j bale*. The imjHirts into London 
in the year were ] 2.1'Stf bales, of the ag- 
gregate weight of 2,923,000 lbs. | and 
into Ihe United kingdom, 3,J0*.»:M lbs. 

In the course nf the y par 1 mj ihr pub- 
lic sales of colonial wools amounted to faun 
Oi.000 tu 70,000 bales, uf which from 
H,000lo la,00l> Inlet were from Van 
Diemen't Land. With to rxlcnaite an 
increase in the sjiiantiliet put up for auc- 
tion in ihia year, ii might naturally have 
been anticipated that prices of wool of all 
torts would have receded considerably ; but 
such waa not the fact. In truth, the mure, 
extensive the arrivals of woobj from our 
cnlunia! pissessjom. the greater appear! to 
be the demand fur them. Thia looks well 
for the future state of the trade here, and 
for the advantage uf the colunists them- 
selves, who will by the proceeds realiml 
for this staple he enabled tu take additional 
quantities of British manufactured fabrics. 
Wehavenutalhniidauyreltirnoftheexpirts 
of British woollen manufactures exported 
fro ui the United Kingdom to our several 
culoniaJ possessions sejiarafelv, but the 
aggregate return! show, lhat wilh Iwo ex- 
ceptions, !ft2(J and IW:H, th ere has been a 
steady increase since the year 1826, wheu 
Ihr total declared value of British woollen 
manufactured goods sent lu the coToniea 
was £761,131, nherea-s in the vear IMI 
it had increased to £1 ,307,l',n. ' lu wool- 
lens entered by the piece of, viz. — cloth), 
coalings, kerseymeres, baixes, and stuffs, 
the number stood, in ln2Sat 1,112,711 
pieces, and in 1 8-11 at 2,202,314 pieces. 
The eipurl* last year weie the largest 
upon record. There is no doubt but that 
the shipments to Tasmania have increased 
in proportion to those to other colonies. 

At the commencement of the sale* of 
this year in February, (and the fifth series 
uf llit last clip), an appreheuaiuii was 
entertained lhat in co sequence of the 
languid condition of Ihe manufacturing 
interest!, the prices of wool would fall, 
but the importer was agreeably surprised 
lo find that all descriptions of colunial, at 
and under Is. 6d. to It. 7d. per lb., ob- 
tained full prices. The hope wis enter- 
tained and not disappointed, that aa the 
spring approached, the stuck* on hand 
would be lessened ere any extensive arri- 
vals of new clip look place. At the sixth 
and concluding series of Ihe season, in 
the month of April, a large proportion ! 
of the Tasmanian wouls put up acre of ] 
inferior quality and in bad runditiou. 
Notwithstanding all the advices thai 
have been seul out lo the colony, the 
flock -masters hilherlu, except in a minority 
of cases, appear to have disregarded the 
most ordinary meant of forwarding their 
woult tu Kngland in a clean slate ; and 
I hi*, too, manifestly against their own in- 
terest. It fol lowed lhat, at this sale, 
ill'Conditiuned wnuli went offal a decline ; 
whilst other qualities, that had been shipped 
in a proper ttate, realised full pricei. The 
arrivals of the new clip were long delayed 
by adverse winds . and as stocks on hand 
had hern much rrduced, ii was thought 
adliulde lo piuceed it il Ji the June sales, 
iho ug h but ,400 balei were lotted , of which 
I /MB w tie ftuui Tasmania. The attendance 



was large ,underthectrcumstances,endmost 
present bonght a little to snpplv immediate 
wants, well knowing that, very shortly, 
Ihe most ample supplies would arrive. 
The samples of the new clip were con- 
sidered lo be in improved condition. The 
' lower class told at a decided advance . but 
a different result must be noticed at the 
succeeding talra in July . fur then nearly 
all the wool offered from Van Diemen'a 
Land (6,242 bales) went off lower, and 
why ? Because of itt condition, and 
being atuuled in growth j "wing, no 
doubt, to llie prevalence uf drought — 
a circumstance of rather frequent occur- 
rence — and their not being lit eilher for 
rlothiug ut cumbing purpusea. They 
were little more than half-swaihed, and 
consequently very greasy. 

" We cannot cloae our circular," stales 
a leading linn , "without again strongly 
inculcating the necessity of paying more 
attention tu the gelling up of wools . and 
the brat argument we can make use of, is 
tu refer the owners to the great contrast nf 
price* paid fur well and ill-conditioned 
wool." 

This a fact that ought at leant to have 
tome weight with the flockmastrrs in the 
culonies, who hitherto have Jet the licit 
prices fall into the handset those attentive 
lo ihe condition in which they send their 
fleeces forwatd in something like a decent 



At the following aeries there were 
I 1,401) bales put up, of which 2IIR9 bales 
were from Van Diemen't Land. A trade 
letter, in reference to these sales, states — 
" Notwithstanding the depressed atate of 
the combing trade, several flocks of known 
excellence realised relatively high price! : 
a large proportion were in aa unfavourable 
condition, and the staph' short and nil ma- 
tured. The large supply of low and ntid. 
quality, suited only fur clothing purposes, 
now received from all parts, renders it 
more than ever imperative on the growers 
of colonial wool to keep up the quality of 
Iheir flocks ; and where this has been 
done, we can contidently refer lo the list 
of printed prices, to show that they have 
been fully appreciated by the buyers. " 

At these ulci the buyers exhibited great 
caution, for reasons very obvioua. The 
wools from all Ihr colonies were not suited 
to Ihr wants of the day. There wrre 
plenty of buyers of fair conditioned pro- 
duce ; but they would not take ill got up 
samples at any price. The miserable 
prices obtained for such almost unmarkel- 
ahlestuff.iiiutlindicatetolhoaenuleiiiirely 
blinded lo iheir own interest, the absolute 
necessity uf stricter attention to the 
material point of sending wool to the 
country in something like a clear and 
proper stale. A considerable quantity of 
wools were taken al these tales fur the 
W'etl of Kngland manufacturer*, of the 
lineit quality. Tbej will not buy an in- 
ferior fleece. 

The fourth sale of the scries of the new 
clip, and the last uf the year 1842. touk 
place iu November and December. The 
favourable news received from India and 
China about this period had its full in- 
fluence upon the sale of colonial wool ; 
which, notwithstanding the large uuamitv 
drciared (13,046 hales, of which £,070 
hales were from Van Diemen't Laud) 
commenced with animation to a crowded 
audience, and throughout il purchases 
were made nilh aviditv. In the samples 
submitted on this occasion, there wen- 
many instance! of unfair packing found 
uitt, t-pon this trriiiiis charge against 
some of the exjKirten frum th* colonic!, 
the circular. .fa leading broker rrmarka 
thus : — 

" We regret to slate that many instances 
of irregular packing have occurred during 
the season, which have mil uuly given 
jiisl cause of complaint, hut we fear may 
be used as a handle hy Ihusc who are dis- 
posed lu put Ihe rxvTption for the rule, 
and thereby produce an unfavourable im- 
pression on the minds of the on initialed. 
The absurdity nf supposing that grower* 
or shippers, whose welJ-Riuwn marks are 
branded upon their bales, should have any 
intention to deceive, require* no effort al 
refutation. To guard against the diffi- 
culty of the buyers not being able to see 
the entire bale, and so to discover any 
eases where more than one anrt might 
lie contained in the liale. we adopt ihe 
plan nf sampling and allowing which is 
referred to at the head of our catalogues ; 
and which it Is anticipated, both hy buyer 
and seller, will go far Inward* detection, 
and so remove any future cause of com- 
plaint i hul we would again reiterate our 
hope that the 



practice of irregular packing ! 
will be altogether discontinued. 

The highest price! olituined in the 
course of the present year were aa follows. ] 
— 1'or aupertor combing, 2s. £d. per lb. ; 
for good comhiug. St. per lb, ; for superior 
clothing, la. lOd per lb. . and fur lambs', ' 
lirsl quality, 2s. 2d. per lb. The quantity I 
in the sale* for the year was nearly 16,00(1 
bales. The importations were, in the 
»een?gnle .'1,491,085 lbs. 

Al the public talra uf colonial wools in 
last year there were about Iti, 000 hales uf 
Taamanian wouls announced for sale, and 
an advance in price* uccumd fur those 
■tunptes lhat were sent in a good itatr,and 
of tint fibre. A feeling far ilifferem was 
entertained at the drat sales of 1 841, as re- 
spects the prospects of the China trade, than 
at Ihe eummencementof the preceding year. 
The prices of woolt fell in February, as 
the demand for goods fur the markets or 
the celestial empire and the tieat Indie* 
Was not so good as had lieen most san- 
guine ly rxpecled | still there was some 
spirit shown at these salet. The stocks ' 
in ihe liandi uf the manufacturers and 
dealer* were alto heavy. Van Diemen't 
Land wools receded about one penny 
per lb. At the April sales the woola on 
offer from Ihe itland were of improved 
condition, and sold well ; confidence in 
ibe future state of trade was freely evinced 
al these tales. The arrival! of the new 
clip were too mull to afford an estimate 
uf the produre of the season. Al the 
close of this seriei, UlC state of the ma- 
nufacturing districts had Unproved, and 
ihe first portion of the freih arrival* waa 
offered in June, when rather over 16,500 
balei were declared, of which S345 bale* 
were Tasmanian . most uf which was hut 
hair-washed, and in other respect* in bad 
condition. lieneraUy speaking, Ihe pre- 
sence of burr was Less frequent ; une march 
in the right direction Inwards removing 
tbe many and long-continued camplaiiili 
of the buyers hstre. in connection uilh 
the prevent nni a competent party re- 
uiaiks— " The flock* uf Van Uiemen's 
Land were, for Ibe most part, in heavy, 
ill-conditioned stele, although there were 



tome splendid exceptions, which realised 
fait proportion ate prices. We observe, too 
in many parcels the prevalence of Lincoln- 
shire and other low English (not Merino) 
ero*s , and tu 111 it c ire u mil a nc e , together with 
(he unfavourable condition, may be attri- 
buted the very low range of price produced. 
We have always given our opinion against 
this mode of crossing, and the result 
where it has been practised, has realised 
our worst anticipations . to these ciretnn- 
stances, logrther with the universally Uw 
price of all raw material and manufactured 
atticrci (notwithstanding an increased 
demand), must be attributed to the pre- 
sent reduced quotations," 

The August tales commenced well, 
and an advance of Id. per Ih. all through 
waa sustained. The demand for the con- 
lincntal insnplectured was very brisk. 
The series having been gone Ihroogb, 
thus are they spoken of in a circular now 
before us I 

" We hare the satisfaction to announce 
lhat these important salet took place under 
very auspicious circumstances—* decided 
improvement in trade in the manufac- 
turing districts, and very favourable aisle 
of weather for securing ihe harvest, 
From these united causes we are enabled 
to state that the whole uf the large quan- 
tity sold with spirit, and as compared with 
the rxtremcly low price* or last June, wt 
must acknowledge an advance waa realised 
on all descriptions uf wool ; but, we fear, 
the result of these tales will disappoint the 
shippers of a large proportion of wools 
brought forward, via., the small thin- 
haired tender -staptrd sandy wool from 
Sydney, ill-conditioned and Irregular- 
packed wool from Port Phillip, and short 
stapled clammy wool from Van Diemcn t 
Land ; these description! continue tu tell 
at very unsatisfactory pricea— an English 
cross was visible in many flocks." 

In the September and October tales 
Ihis year, the principal feature waa a 
slight improvement in the demand, and in 
ihe prices. 

The extreme values realised fot Van 
Diemen's Land wools thi* year were— 
for superior cumbing, It. lOJd. per lb. , 
for clothing, la. M, per lb. , for Lambs' 
finett quality, 2*. Id. per lb. ; ditto, 
second quality, It. bd. pet lb. ; one very 
fine sample of lambs' scent off si it. 4<f. 
per lb. The sale this year amounted lo 
I B.400 bale*. 

The importations or wools front Tas- 
mania thit year were 3,1193,040 lbs. 

In the course of the present year, al 
least at far as it baa proceeded, ihe fea- 
tures connected with the supply and de- 
mand foi Tasmanian wools at the variaws 
public sales that have taken place, ant net 
of much interest in a general point of 
view. The sates too have been compara- 
tively to recent, and the facts connected 
therewith are to immediately within tht 
recollection uf ihe trade, that any length- 
ened statement may be deemed, perhaps, 
superfluous. The position taken up by 
Tasmanian wooli thi* year already, de- 
mands o few remarks. Many hare been 
the terms used lo denote the increasing 
importance uf ihe colonial wool sates, hat 
ai the cuinmencementof those in Pebtnarj 
thr number of buyer* and others interfiled 
h as ' un preccdenledly " large, though but a 
small quantity of ihe staph! waa declare* 1 . 
Considering the low qualities of the wool, 
the prices realised were considered as st- 
labliiliing a considerable rise on th* qua- 
ULions paid in October and Xovembtr 
l,i*t. This was attri butnble to ihe general 
improvement in the home arid foreiia 
trade. At the April sales but U3U Ink* 
of Van nietueu's Land Wool were put up, 
and these told al a alight fall. At the 
first series uf the new clip, in June, the 
demand was good, being generally sound 
in staple and remarkably free frum blurt, 
price* were a shade higher. The »e»nd 
seriei commenced nn the lHth July, tad 

e pi.se. i !9,H1 bales, of whicb 7.001 

bales were Van Diemen'a I.and, bnl no 
advance was que. led. 

At the last teries of sale* for the present 
year, viat., those which commenced ia 
September and continued until the Nth 
of October, »807 baa** of Tasniuiaa 
Wool* were pul up. The home trade wa* 
good, and a few fine sample* realised 
advanced rates. In some rctpecti this 
aas lo be attributed lo the ihortnets of 
the stock*. t 

The highest price* realiied at the* 
sales were tbr*e :— for superior combing' 
isi l ill. per lb. ; for good clothing, 2*. 
0^d. per lb. ; for scouted, is. 3d. per Ib-i 
for lambs, 2s. 4d. lo 2s. 4jd. ; and one 
sample went off al £s. tkt. per Ih. The 
importations for the present year, hate, 
as far as it has proceeded, been fully equal 
to, ir not above, those of f 
ing period uf 1841. 

Having brought our remarks down to 
thr close of the sales of wool for 1 844, we 
may add as mallei of reference a few item 
relative to the importations of wool front 
Tasmania, which have nut been referral 
lo in ibe previous remarks. Until the 
year I BiT, the quantities received from 
Van Diemen'a Land were given with lb* 
imports, from New South Wales, Swan 
River, and Houtb Australia. In 18*7 th* 
arrivals from Van Diemen'i Land were 
separately and officially given at 
IU2,07albt. | in 1828, al 604,372 lbs. . in 
I aW, !i2J,:t20ll)s. ; in I 830. at »93,tf70lbs.; 
in 18.fl, el 1,330,203 Ibt. ; in 1832, at 
'J5U31 Ihs. i in 1813, at 1 ,547,401 Ibt. [ 
and in 1838, 1 ,883,786 lbs. 

The succeeding return i of the price" of 
wool in Norfolk for tbe last thirty jean 
have been furnished by one of the moat 
eminent buyer* in Ihe county. They art 
the prices given during the summer an* 
autumn months of each year after clipping 
time, and are aa near as possible an ave- 
rage of the ewe and hog combined. 
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
